Those materials vital to the national defense of a nation which must be 
procured entirely or to a substantial degree from sources outside the 
continental limits of the-abAted-States that nation because the domestic 
production is not sufficient in quantity or quali'ty to meet requirements, 
and for which strict measures of conservation and control of distribution 
will be necessary in time of national emergency . See also CRITICAL MATERIALS. 

CCHtiENT* The suggested change pemits Government wide usage and will 
diminish the possibility of confusion among intelligence personnel in 
that the term has been broadened to apply to any nation. 
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
